And this incontrollable 
Power did the Primitive Chriſtians acknowledge in their Empe- 
rours, and ſubmit to it; though Heathens, Hereticks, and Pex- 
ſecurors, Athazaſires being unjuſtly banithed from Alexandria 
where he was Biſhop, by Conſtantim, and afterwards falſly ace 
cuſed of Diſobedience to his Decree, makes this mild defence to 
him though an Arras and a Perſccutor [ Epi, ad Conſtantium] 
Nequaqu-:mvreſiiti mandat 3s tus. Pietarzs, &c, Ino way reliſted 
the Commands of your Piety ; neither ſhall I ever endeavour to 
enter into «Alexandria, till your Pletie give me leave, 
'And thus St, «Awguftin.in Pſal. 128. Apoſtataerat Julianus, 
inigquit, Ide/olatrg, milites tamen Chriſtian ſervierunt Impera- 
zors, &ec, Julian was an Apgſtate, a wicked Man, an Idolater, 
yet the Chriſtians obeyed him : when it cancerns the cauſe of 
Criſt, then indeed they acknowledfged Him only, that was in 
Heaven ; but when the Emperor commanded other things, they 
obeyed him. 1 may allo ask by what Law the Pope can chal- 
lenge this Power to him(cli, to diſpoſe of the Temporal Aﬀeairs 
or Eſtates cf Princes , Not by any humane Law : for the Prince 
:* above the coative or coercive Power of humane Laws, being 
foln Deo minor : It by Divine Law, Jet him ſhew any Text ot 
Scripture, or Traditicn of the Apoſtle ; ſurely they are both

Ana- 
n1a3 the chief Pricſt u vver you- in all matters of the Lord, aud 
Lebadiah the Kaler for Prince] for all the Kings matters : If 
therefore the King be over all, and orders all Temporal Affairs 
by a ſupereminent and incoercible Authority, none may depoſe 
him from, or deprive him of his Temporals, either dire&tly or 
indirectly, much leſs the Church or Pope whoſe Power 1s meerly 
Spiritual ; and therefore the behaviours of your Popes have been 
Rebellious and Scandalous againſt Reaſon and Religion, againſt 
the Doftrine of the Scriptures, and the Practice ot the Antient 
Chriſtians, eſpecially ſince Gregory the 7th. who ſeems to have 
been the firſt afſertor and pradticant in this intolerable preſum- 
ption, not only Excommunicating (though that bz more than 
Nt, Anguſt. wil allow. him,) when he tells us, nec Rex, nec 
Multitudo Exc,mmunicand; ſunt | ut refert Giaſs in Mat, 13.

ſaw the Mouſe running away with it, which on a ſudden did fo 
ſtupify me, that I knew not well what to do or ſay ; I thought 
if I thould take no notice of the miſchance, and any bady elſe 
(hould, I might be queſtioned by the Inquilition , but if I ſhould 
call ro the People to look for the Sacrament, I might be bur 
chidden and rebuked for my careleſneſs, which I thought might 
be more ealily born, than the rigour of the {nquilition; where- 
upon I rurn'd my ſelf to the People, and call'd them to the Altar, 
and told them plainly, that whilſt I was in my Memento Pray- 

ers and Meditations, a Moule had carryed away the Sacra-

In AMexico were many of the chief of that place outwardly 2 
very fair rongued, liberal and very free handed to the Church, Þ 
much devored to the Saints, great Feaſters on their days, and 2 
yet in ſecret great Idolaters ; bur it pleaſed God to make me his Þ 
Inſtrument to diſcover and bring tolight the ſecrecy of their hid- Þ 
den works of Darkneſs, which it ſeems the privacy of a thick Þ 
Wood, and Mountain, had for many years hid from the Eye 
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.of theWorld , Some of theſe being in the company of better 
Chriſtians, drinking hard of their Drink called [Ch:c] boaſting 
ot their God, ſaying, thar he had Preached unto them better 
than I could Preach, Nay that He had plainly tould them, thx 
they thould nor believe any thing that I Preached of Chriſt, bur 
follow the Old way of their Forefathers, who Worſhiped their 
God aright, but now by the Example of the Spaniards they 
were deluded, and brought to Worthip a falſe God: The other 
Chriſtians hearing this, began to wonder, and inquire of them 
where that God was, and with much ado, promiling to foltow 
cheir ways, and their Gods, got out of them, the Place, and 
Mountain where they might find him ; though this in their Cups 
were agreed upon, yet in ſobernefs thought better upon what 
they had promiſed , ſlighted what before in drinking they 
heard; But this was not kept ſo cloſe, but that itcame to the Ears 
of a dpaziard in the Valley, who finding himſelf touched in Con- 
Icience, came to Mexico to Me, and tould Me what he heard, 
thar ſome [ndians of that Town followed an Ido], and boaſted 
that he had Preached unto them. againſt my Doctrine, and for 
the ways of the former Heathens, I thanked God that he was 
pleaſed to undermine the ſecret works of Satan, and delired the 
Spaninrd to tell me by whom he came to know of this , He told 
me the /nd:ans Name from whom he had ir, and that the ſaid 
Indian was afraid to diſcover the {ndians, and to tell me of it; 
[ ſent for the Indian, who confeſſed unto me before the Spaniard, 
that he had heard ſuch a thing, but knew that if he did diſcover 
the ſnd:ans, They, with the power of the Devil world do him 
much harra ; I rold him, if he were a true Chriſtian, he ought 
to hghr againſt the Devil, and not to fear him who could do him 
no harm, it God were with him, and he cloſed by Faith with 
Chriſt, and that the Diſcovery of that Idol, might be a means for 
the Converting of the Idolaters, when they thall ſee the ſmall 
Fower of their God againſt the true God of the Chriſtians, I told 
him plainly, that if he did not tell me who the [zd:4ans'were, and 
where the Idol was, that I would have him to Guata/enzz, and 
there make him diſcover what he knew : Here the [-4:4% began 
totremble, and told m2 the Fuextes had boaſted of ſuch an Idol, 
whom they called their God, and gave ſome {igns of a Fountain, 


and a Pine-tree at.che mouth of a Cave in ſuch a Mountatn ; 1 
asked 
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asked him if he knew the place, or what kind of Idol it was, he 


rold me that he often had been in that Mountain , where he had 
ſcen two or three Springs of Water, but never was in any Cave, 
I asked him if he would go with me, and help me to find it out. 
He refuſed ſtill,fearing the 1dolaters,and wiſhed me not to go, for 
fear if they ſhould be there, they might kill me, rather than be 
diſcovered : I anſwered him, that I would carry with me ſuch x 
Guard, as ſhould be able to defend againſt them, and my Faith 
in the true living God, would fecurz me from the falſe God , [ 
reſolved therefore , with the Spaniard, ro go to ſearch out the 
Cave the next day, and tocarry with me three or tour Spaniards, 
and my Blackmore M:guel Daliva , And that Indian ; 1 told him 
I could not ſuffer him to go home to his Houſe that day, for tear 
he ſhould diſcover in the Town my delign and purpoſe, and lo we 
might be prevented by the Idolaters, who certainly that night 
would take away their Idol. The [xdian ſtill refuſed, till Lthreat- 
ned to ſend for the Officers of Jnſtice, and to ſecure his perſon, 
with this he yielded, and that he might have no diſcourſe with 
any body in the Town, nor with the Servants of my Houſe, [ 
delired the Spamard to take him home to his Houſe, and to keep 
him there cloſe that day and night, promiling to be with him 
next morning ; that day | rid to Pizola for the Blackmore M;. 

vel Dalva, and brought him to Mexico with me, not telling 
fim what my intent Was , I went alſo to four neighbouring Spa- 
»iards, deliring them to be in readineſs the next morning, to 
g0a little way with me, for the Service of God, and to meer 
me at ſuch a neighbours Houſe , and that if they would bring 
their Fowling-Picces, we mighr chance to find ſome ſport where 
we went, and as for proviſion of Wine and Meat, I would pro- 
vide ſufficiently : They promiſed to go with me, thinking that 
although I roid them it was for the Service of God,. my purpoſe 
only was to hunt after ſome wild Deer in the Mountains; I was 
glad they Conſtrued my Aion that way, and ſo went home, 
and provided that night a good Gammon of Bacon, fume Fowls 
roſted, cold, and other boyled, well Pepper'd and Salted tor the 
next days work , Where I had appointed my /xdzas to be kept, 
I met with reſt of my company, and from thence we went toge-

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catepequer ; when we came into the Wood , we preſently met 
a deep Barrance, or Bottom, where was a Running, which en- 
couraged us tro make a diligent Search , but nothing could be 
found ; from thence we aſcended up out of the Barraxca, and 
found (after much time ſpent) a Spring of Water , and look'd 
carefully about it, but could find no Cave : Thus in vain we 
ſearched till the Evening , and fearing leaſt we might loſe our 
way, and Our ſelves, if the Night overtook us, My Friends 
began to ſpeak of returning homewards, bur I conſidering that 
as yet we had not gone over one half part of the Wood, and 
to go home, and come again, might make us to be noted, and 
ſpoken of z We thought it our beſt courle to rake up our lodge- 
ing that Night in the Wood, and in that Bottom which we firſt 
ſearched, where was good Water for todrink, Chocalatte, and 
warm lying under the Trees, and fo in the Morning to make 
our ſecond ſearch, The company was very willing to yield unto 
it, and the calm Night favoured our good Intentions. We made 
a Fire for our Chocolatte , and ſaupped exceeding well of our 
cold Mear, and ſpent moſt part of the might mn merry diſcourſe, 
having a watchful Eye over our /n4:a», leaſt he ſhould give us 
the (lip, and committing him to the charge of A:gnel Dalva, 
inthe Morning we Prayed unto God, beſeeching to guide us 
that day in the work we went about, and to diſcover unto us 
the Cave of Darkneſs and Iniquity, where lay hid the Inſtru- 
ment of Satan, thar ſo by his diſcovery, glory might be given 
unto our true God, and thame and punitbment brought upon his 
Enemies, Weentred again into the thick Wood up a ſteepy Hill, 
ard having ſearched all the South {ide of it , we went on to the 
North ſide,where we found another deep deſcent, which we b:gan 
to walk down, looking on every fide, and nor in vain, for almoſt 
half a Mile from rhe trop, we found fome Marks of a way that 
had been uſed and trodden, which we followed till we came ro 
another Spring of Water, We fearched narrowly about it, and

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w Mexico, the Pine-tree which immediatly we diſcovered, con- 
fixm'd our hopes ; when we came unto it, we made very little 
more ſearch, for near at hand was the Cave which was dark 
within, but light at the Mouth, where we found more 
Earthen Ware with Aſhes in them, which aſſured us of ſome 
Erankincenſe that had been burnt ; We knew not how far the 
Cave might reach within; nor whgt might be in it, and there. 
fore with a Flint we ſtruck Fire, and lighted a couple of Candles, 
and went in, at the entring it was broad, and went a liule for- 
ward , but when we were in, Wwe found it turn on the left hand 
towards the Mountain, and not tar; for within two Rods we 
ſound the 1dol {tandiog upon a low Stool, covered with a Linen 
Cloth ; the Subſtance of ic was Wood, black, ſhining like Jer, 
as if it had been parched or ſmoaked; the Form was of a Mans 
Head unto the [houlders , without <ither Beard or Muſtachiv's, 
his Look was grim, with a wrinkled Forhead, and broad ſtart- 
ling Eyes; We teared not his trowning look , but preſently 
ſcized upon him ; and as we lifted him up, we found under him 
ſome ſingle Rials which his favourites had offered unto him, 
which made us ſearch more diligently the Cave, and it was nor 


amiſs, for upon the ground we tound more fingle Rials, ſome. 


Plantines, and other Fruits, Wax Candles halt burn'd, pots of 
Maize, one little one of Honey, little Dithes wherein Frankin- 


cenſe had been burn'd, whereby I percieved the ldolaters and. 


Chriſti:ns both agree in their Offerings ; and had I not been in- 
formed that they called this their Idol God, I could have blamed 
them no more than the reſt of the Towns, who Worſhip, Knee! 


before, and offer ſuch Offerings to their Saints made oft Wood, 


and ſome no handſomer than was this Idol, which I expected 
might haye been ſome Beaſts ſhape ; but being the ſhape and 
form of a Man, they might have named him by the name of ſome 
Saint, and ſo ſome way might have-excuſed themſelves, which 
they could not do, nor would they do it ; in that they perliſted 
in this Errour, that he was their God, and had ſpoken, and 
Preached unto them , and being atterwards asked by me, whe- 
ther it were the Picture of any Saint, ſuch as were in Aexice, 


-and other Churches ; they anſwered no, but that he was above 
all the Saints in the Country. We wzre very joytul to ſee that 


we had. not ſpert our time in vain, we cut down boughs 0! 
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Trees, and filled the Cave with them, and ſtopt the Mouth of 
it up, and came away, making the /ndian that went with us 
carry the Ido} on his back, wrapped up in Cloths that it might 
nor be ſeen or perceived as we went , I thought it fit to delay 
the time til] night, and then to enter into Mexico, that the [;- 
d:ans might fee nothing ; fo I ſtaid at one of the Spaniards 
Houſes till it were late, and delired him to warn from me all the 
Samaras thereabouts to be at Mexico Church the next Sab- 
bath (tearing leaſt the Idolaters might be many, and riſe up 
2gainft me) that I had ſomewhat to ſay to thzm and their Black -

firouz to ſee the end of the buſineſs, and prepared my ſelf a- 
gainſt the next Sabbath, to Preach upon 3 v. ot the 20 Chap. 
0: Exo-u, T hou (halt have none oth:r gods before Me ; though 
rt were a Text nothing belonging to the Goſpel of the day , 
irom whence commonly, in the Church of Rome, the Texts, and 
Subje:ts, and Sermons are d:dufted, but ] judged the Texc 
molt ſeaſonable for the preſent occalion. On the Sabbath-day 
inthe morning , when the Pulpit was made ready, by him that 
had care of the Church and Altars , I cauled Mf1gael Dalva 
to carry under his Cloak the Idol, and to !2ave it in the Pulpr; 
on the ground , that it might not be ſeen, till ſuch time as 1 
ould Fink fit in my Sermon to produce it, and to watch 
about the Church till the Congregation came 19, that none 
might ſee it, or take it away. Never was there a greater reſort 
irom abroad to that Church, than that day ot Spaniards and 
B,ach-Meors, who by the warning I ſent unto them , expected: 
ſome great matter from me ; and of the Town very few were 
abſent : The Fazntes, and all the reſt that were ſuipeaed ro 
be that Idols Favourites { little thiaking that their —_ wu 
FOUL | 
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: brought from his Cave, and now lay hid in the Pulpit to ſharge 
them) came alſo to the Church. I commanded Miguel Dalus 
. to be himſelf near the Pulpit, and ro warn thoſe Spaniards that 
knew the buſineſs, and ſome more Black; Moors his friends, 
to be alſo near the Pulpit-ſtairs. 
Thus, Maſs being ended, I went up to Preach ;, when] re. 
hearſed the words of my Text, I perceived both Spaniards 
and [nd;ar; began to look one upon another , as not being uſed 
to Sermons out of the Old Teſtament : I went on laying open 
this Command of God, for having no other gods betore him, 
ſo that the Do&trine might ſeem to convince all that were there 
preſent , as well Saint-Worſhippers as indeed that Idols Wor- 
ſhippers, if the cauſe of my Preaching upon that Subject had 
not diverted their eyes from themſelves to behold their own 
guiltineſs of Idolatry , and to look only upon thoſe who wor. 
thipped a piece of wood for a god , and not as they did for a 
Saint (which yet in my judgment are much alike.) Aﬀer ] 
had ſpoken whar I thought fit, concerning that horrible Sin, 
and thewed that no Creature could have the power of God 
(who was the Creator of all things) neither could do good or 
harm without the true living Gods Commilſton , eſpecially in- 
animate Creatures, as Stucks and Stones, who by the hand 
and workmanſhip-of man might have eyes, and yet were dead 
Idols, and ſee-not ; might have ears and not hear, might haye 
mouths and not ſpeak, might have hands and not work , nor 
help and defend with them tuch as worll:ipped them , and bow- 
ed down unto them. Thus having half finiſhed my Sermon,

hidden Cave under the earth, ſhewing thereby that they were

Prince of Darkneſs : I challeng'd him there in publike to ſpeak 

for himſelf, or elſe by his tilence ro ſhame and confound all 

his Worthippers, I ſhewed them-how being but wood he had 
been made and faſhioned by the hands of Man , and therefore 
was but a dead Idol. | ſpent a great deal of time arguing with 

him, and defying Sathan who had uſed him as his Inſtrument , . 

daring the Divel himſelf ro rake him trom that place which 1 

had confined him to, if he could ; ro ſhew what little power 

he or Sathan had againſt my Faith in Chriſt ; afrer much argu- 
ing and reaſoning according to the ſhallow capacity of the 
_ Intians there preſent , I rold them that it their god had power 
to deliver him from that execution which I had intended againſt 
hm (which was there publikely to have him cut in pieces and 

burnt ) they ſhould not believe the Coſpel of Jeſus Chriſt , 

but -if they ſaw no power in him againſt me, . the weakeſt In- 

ſtrument of the true living God, then 1 beleeched them to - 
be converted unto that true God, who Created all things , and

zeal in burning of it. And as touching che /»d:an Idolaters, 
their counſel to me was, that I ſhould turther enquire after the 
reſt, and diſcover as many as I could, and endeavour to convert 
them to the knowledge of the true God, by tair and feet 
means, ſhewing pity unto them tor their great blindneſs, and 
promiling .them upon their repentance pardon from the Inquili- 
tion, Which, conlidering them to be but new Plants, uſeth not 
ſuch rigour with them as it uſeth with the Sparrards, it they 
Shall fall into ſuch horrible Sins : This advice I followed, and 
ſent privately for the Fuentes ro my Chamber, and told them 
how merciful the Inquiſition was unto them , expecting theic 
converſion and amendment ; they ſeemed ſomewhat ſtubborn 
and angry tor that I had burned that God , whom not only they, 
but many others in the Town, and alſo in the Town of vt. Job» 
Sacatep:ques, did worſhip ; I uſed reaſons to perſwade them, 
no honour was due toit, as unto a God. But one of them boldly 


replyed,7 hat they that knew it was a piece of wood, and of it ſelf o 
could net ſpeak , but ſeeing it had ſpoken ( as they were all mt- © 
meſſes) this was a miracle whereby they onght to be guided, and | 
they did verily believe that God was in that piece”f wood, which 
ſincethe ſpeech made by it was more thaw ordinary wood, having |

And here firſt he preſents his Catholick Party , aſtoniſhed 
even to admiration, at that Calumny above the reſt, that their 
Principles are ſaid to be inconhiſtent with Government, and they 
themſelves thought ever prone to Rebellion , as if becauſe they 
account themſelves the only Orthodox Chriſtians, they muſt 
necellarily be very loyal Subjetts at the leaſt, | 

Indeed if they could make good the former, we had reaſon 


to expe ſome compliance; as to the latter, ſeeing Religion xetieio a 
hath its name,trom theConnexion and ſtri& conjunRion it works gando. 


in its Profeſſors, as with each other, ſo in all with that govern- 
ment , and Governors under which they have their common pro- 
tection. But how orthodox and united Roms.a» Catholicks are 
in the grounds of their Belief (the main Ingredient in the Eſſence 


of Reltgion) hath ſufficiently appeared in the Writings of ma- | 


ny, who have unanſwerably evinced the nullity of the Rome- 
nts Faith, whether ultimately reſolved into their virtual 


Church, the Pope with his Conclave, as the Feſuites will have it, 


or into the repreſentative Church, a General, as others will have 
it ; or into both the former conjoined,as others contend ; or (er- 
rauti nullus terminus) into the new mode of Oval Tradition, as 
tis lately, and clamorouſly urged by others who abhominate 
the former. 4 

Yet though our Catholicks do thus ſtagger in the Grounds of 
their Faith, are they not more firm in thetr Fealties and Loyal- 
ties ? Surely their Principles are every way conliſting with the 
Government under Which they live. 

Nothing leſs, and it will plainly appear, if we conſider the 
Doctrine of their Church, and their trequent practice ; ro the 
tormer, much need not be ſaid, rhat the Pope, the acknowledged 
Head of their Church, hath a plenary power to Excommunicate 
2!l Chriſtian Kings that will not cloſe with Papal Per{wafion , 
2nd when they are Excommunicated,that they ceaſe to be Kings ; 
that their Subjects are abſolved trom all Fealty and Alliegiance to 
them , yea, may take up Arms againſt them, and fo murder 
them: A! this is ſo nororiouſly known, that as no real Ronun 
Catholick will deny , ſo it were needleſs to urge turther pee 
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of it ; He that harh leiſure may find enough of this, in Alvares, 
Mariana, and others, that ſpeak —_— enough at this rate; 
and hath it not been ſufficiently verified in the Koman Cathg. 
licks praQtice ? 'tis well known, who encouraged one Perry to 
Murther Queen Elizabeth , what Pope it was that iflned out 
his dreadful Excommunication, animating the Subjects of Exg- 
laxd againſt her, and if you will allow ot Cardinal Perroy's 
politive Sentence, he will tell you, that, that Do&trine which 
renders Kings indepoſable, opens a gap to no les than Schilm, 
and Herelie ; and hereby , asif it were not only Lawful, but 
neceſſary, to ſuppreſs whatever they be, that will not Conform 

to the Popiſh Hierarchy. 
He that ſhould ſee a Sovereign Prince holding the Baſon,whilſt 


the Pope waſheth his Hand, and another no lels Sovereign hold- 


ing his Stirrup (though unfortunately miſtaken 1n the (ide,) 
while he mounts up on Horſe-back ; yea, he that ſhould ſee 
that Biſhop of 'R owe treading on a Great Princes neck, and a- 
buling that of the Pſalmiſt, for juſtification of his uſurped Power. 
Super leonem & aſpidem, $&c. cannot but conclude that, Dominxs 
Dems noſter Papa (as the Canoniſts ſtile him) will be Supreme 
Prince of the Chriſtian World, and that all other Potentates 
muſt limit their Authority, and Jurisdi&tion, according to the 
meaſure of his Placer. 

And now the Premiſles conſidered, that upon the Popes Ex- 
communication, Kings ceaſe to be ſuch, and ſtand lawfully ex- 


+ poſed to all Infolencies of their Subjets, (as hath already ap- 


peared,) I cannot but very much wonder that the Romaniſts 
thould be ſo angry with Crowwel, Bradſhaw, and the reſt of that 
helliſh crue, for Murthering our Late Sovereign of Bleſſed Me- 
mory ; were they not taught by thoſe Romiſh Fathers above 
cited, to Murther Charles Stuart, and yet not kill rhe King ; 
I dare boldly ſay, that our late Republicarians have not one Te- 
net that is deſtructive to Civil Government, and the Sovereignty 
of Kings, that was not firſt broached by the Romaniſts, ro whom 
we owe our late Confuſions, which hath anſwered the Predicti- 
ons of Gondamore the Spaniſh Embaſſador, who when he re- 
turned to Spain, gave out, that he had kindled a Fire in Englaud, 

which would burſt our Forty Years afterwards, | 
Not to inſiſt upon theſe ſeveral diſguiſes preſented by the 
Romaniſts, in the late Troubles under the habit of all ſorts of 
OY Mechanick 
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nick Artiſts, Soldiers, and others, ſo to Preach up and foment 
the Rebellion, with our home- bred SeCtarians, this may ſufhce 
to demonſtrate how ill-conliſtent their Principles are with our 
Exgliſh Government, and conſequently how weakly they acquir 
themſelves of that Calumny they complain of, even to Admi- 
ration : but the Apologiſt hath his other pretences, and will 
clear all Objections that may encounter him in his way , it will 
be neceſlary to take a brief view of them. And here firſt our 
Author accuſeth us with a pretended Submiſlion to Lawful Pow- 
crs, begins then to boaſt how patiently their party did bear with 
the proceedings of the preſent Parliament ; how they uſed no 
tricks and ſubrertuges to nip their proceedings in the bud ; (this 
1s his expreſſion, and I would be glad to know what they could 
have done more than they did ? what means he by this nipping 
in the bud ? would he have another Gun-Powder Treaſon ! to 
what purpoſe is all this enumeration of our ſeveral Kings, &:c/. 
the Firſt, Edward Longihanks, Edward the Third, and Heary the 
Fi:th, their Opinions of their Popiſh Subjects ; in the feſt place, 
it may be ſaid, they were not ſo clear (ighted, as Princes are in 
theſe days, that the Roman Writers were not altogether ſo inſo- 
lent, plain, and poſitive againſt the Sovereignty of Kings, as now. 
As for the French Kings they did very roundly maintain their 
Rights and Sovercignties, having been ſufficiently tormented by 
their Popiſh Subjects 1n the time of the League, thar what the 
]eluites were inventing to the prejudice of Kings , was by cun- 
ning and inlinuation, Writing one thing, and making the French 
Kings believe another, as is uſual with that kind of people. 

As for the Houſe of Atria, they have the greateſt depen- 
dences upon the Pope imaginable, and the Pope hath a very great 
tie upon that Houſe ; for by their Ince/tuous Marriages aurho- 
rized by the Popes, they make it impoſſible tor them to throw 
off the Authority of the Pope ; for ihould they do ſo, all of the 
Houlhold would prove Baſtards : and now even in theſe our 
days; the preſent King of Polazd, (in the life-time of his Brother, 
known by the name of Cardinal Caſimir,) did Marry his ſaid 
own Brothers Wife , and this was the Policy of che Pope with 
our Heayy the Eighth, in diſpencing with his Marrying his own 
Brothers Wife, that he might have as great Dominion over the 
ings of England, as of Spain. 

As for the Authors branding this laſt Certury, that what 
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was perpetrated now, was fever done before (as to Queen 
Mary of Scots, and Our late Soyereign,) I very much won- 
der at the Impudence of the Man, tv mix theſe two aQtions , the 
firſt was done by Lawful Authority, for her being Queen of 
Scotland, did not bereave Queen Elizabeth of her Sovereignty . 
and | have heard it averr'd by Learn'd and knowing Men, that 
the King of Scotland hath ſate in an Engliſh Parliament in former 
ages as a Peer of England, and then no wonder, nor Injuſtice 
neither, that the Queen of Scorl/and ſuttered Death for her Trea- 
ſons againſt the Queen. As for the latter, (the Miurther of 
Our late Sovereign of Bleſfled and Glorious Memory ,) the acti. 
on is without Example, ſuch and fo hainous a thing was never 
ated upon the Theatre of the World : And as 1 faid before, 
ſo I will again, that the Murther of that good King may pro- 
perly enough be ſaid to be the abominable product of that ac. 
curſed Doctrine of the Popes Infallibility , and his Sovereignty 
over Kings, for thoſe accurſed Regicides, and Murtherers ot that 
glorious King, did but a little alter the Argument, tor that Power 
which the Romaniſts lodged in the Pope , theſe wicked Miſcre- 
ants placed in th People ; They had heard there was a Power 
above Kings, and inſtead of giving it to the Pope, they gave it 
to the Peoples Repreſentative, and ſo fell that Great King to the 
Confternation of the whole World, and for a Memento to all 
Kings, to awake them out of their Lethargy, and be an Exhor- 
tation to them to Vindicare their P___ Authority : We do all 
of us much commend the Fidelity of Carlos Whitegrave, and the 
Penderels, and Huddleſtene, and this Author is much miſtaken 
if he think we wiſh any of them ill : We have ſaid enough al- 
ready to evidence, that they effefted that glorious and happy 
ation, (happy Lay to theſe Narions,) — ſome other In- 
{tigations, than the Principles of the Romith Religion, they were 
led thereto certainly by a hand Divine, as well as afligned by ir, 
they carried Exgl/ſh hearts about them at that time ; bur if ney 
will Apoſtatize, tis none of my fault, for my part I am well 
content they be diſpenced with, as a Mark put upon them for 
their miraculous preſerving Our Good King. 

As for the ſtigmatized perſon, I muſt needs ſay for him, that 
he laboured in the Vineyard betore the laſt hour of the day, 
and was very ready both with Hand and Pen to promote the [n- 
tereſts of the King for his Reſtauration; and therefore thar word 
of reproach might well have been left out. Thar 
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That we differ in Religion, is but too true, and we dare as 
boldly as your ſelves appeal to the day of Judgement , ſome- 
thing you ſay, we differ, I ſay very much, elſe why does Your 
Church Damn Ours? Bur this is not a place, either to Diſpute 
about Religion , or expreſs wherein we vary ; We are aſſured 
Our Religion 1s the belt, free from Superſtition, free from tos 
much homelineſs, God and the King are beſt ſerved in Our way ; 
Our Church is Monarchical as well as yours, but ſtill with a 
Subordination to Our Sovereign, Temporal Prince ; what Our 
great Anceſtors were, We hall not be alhamed to remember, 
nor the Converſion of Exgland trom Paganiſm, which poſſibly 
(as all the World belides Converted from the like Errors,) did 
retain ſome tew Pagan Ceremonies, from which the Church of 
England was purified in the Reformation of Edward the Sixth, 
and Queen E/:zabeth: He does well to put us in mind of Romilh 
Perſecutions ; Are not we juſtified thereby, if we do the ſame to 
you ? France, forſooth is inſtanced where the Reformed Reli- 
gion is permitted, which I ſhall leave indifferent whether to at- 
tribute that roleration , to their vaſt numbers, or to the inno- 
cency of their Tenets, not at all prejudicial to Kings : This I am 
ſure, they own no Sovereign above their Natural King, they 
have no Forreign Jurisdictions in their Spirjtuals, and as little in 
their Temporals; Let this be remembred , they aſliſted their 
King Henry the Third againſt his Popith Rebels, even after the 
Matlacre at Pars, and Heyry the Fourth, in his Siege of Parz, 
when the Duke of Parma reliev'd it. But as for the French 
King, He is no competent inſtance in this caſe ; (had you lingled 
out ſome Trent-Catholick, ſuch our Exg/ih Catholicks would 
be acknowledged,) there had been a fairer colour tor your Argu- 
ment. When you have found ſome Roman Catholick of the 
Trent-Perſwalion, allowing the ſame favours to known Prote- 
ſtarts, you may more plaulibly plead for the like allowance, till 
when, by their Inquititions, and ſuch like entertainments of 
Proteſtants, they have preſcribed the Law for other Princes to- 
wards thoſe, that no leſs differ from them in matters of Religion. 
We will wave the Maſlacre at Pars, to come nearer home z 
What think you of the Maflacre in /relazd ? as a fore-runner of 
the Engliſh Troubles ; Was not the Maflacre and Rebellionan® 
Ireland countenanc'd and own'd by a Popes Nu#zcio*f Let us 
draw nearer to theſe times, and ſpeak of what pals'd within 
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theſe Twelve Months : Was*not the Popes Bull an occation of 
Cornet Navgle's Rebellion, which had been as univerſal as the 
firſt, but that the Romilh party there wanted ſtrength; the Au- 
thor by mentioning the French King's kindneſs to the FrenchPro- 
reſtants, puts me in mind to afhirm, he 1s much miſtaken; for that 
King hath of late begun very much to Perſecute them , he has 
taken from them moſt of their Churches, will not ſafter them 
to educate their own Children , and many other grievous pun- 
niſhments he does now inflict upon them , and it may well he 
ſuſpetted, he intends yet more againſt them, having already 
purged his Guards of all of their Belief. 

The Author grows yer more Impudent and Extravagant ; 
for hrſt, he goes about to Illegitimate Queen El:zab+h, and 
then beſpatters the Fame of Our King Hexry the Etghth ; ant 
by that, one may ſee where he has his Breeding, and where he 
Jearn'd to ſpeak contumelouſly of Kings. 

You urge the Allegiance (worn to Queen Afzry , and "ts no 
ſuch wonder, conſidering the Artifices and Power of the Roman 
Catholicks at that time : But al] Roman Catholicks will grant, 
that Queen CMaries Mother was King Henry's Brother's Wite; 
yes, and it will be reply'd, that the Pope diſpenc'd with the 
Marriage. He did ſo; but St. Johz the Baptiſt (whom Our 
Blefled Saviovr Honours with ſo high a Teſtimony in the Col- 
pel) would not have done it ; He condemned the like Marriage 
in King Fed, and had he liv'd inthoſe times, would have done 
no leſs in King Henry , though perhaps the Pope like another 
Herod, would have cut oft his Head for that bold attront ; yer 
the Popes Power, though never ſo much ſevered in thoſe times, 
could not then filence the ſutfrages of our Univerlitities 
here, nor thoſe in foreign parts, who jointly afthrm'd and con- 
hrm'd both the lawfulneſs, and neceſſity of King Hem y's Di- 
vorce from his Brother's Wite, which doth ſufhciently wipe off

1f Miniſters of State did ſcape his Pen; and it may well be aftirm- 
ed that King James is wounded through Cecy!'s fide, or rather 
that wiſe King himſelf 15 deeply pterc'd, for may not one thus 
underſtand the Apologiſt ? Cecyl is compared to Vliſſer, and 
K. James to Cromwe!, the whole Parliament is likewiſe afperſed 
by him ; and according 1othe Opinion of the Apologi/t, God is 
mocked every 5th of November, (o that God himſelt cannot 
ſcape him neither. | 

He inliſts upon the merit of thoſe of his Religion that ven- 
tured their Lives in the Quarrel of the late King of Glorious 
Memory ; where this great merit lies, I cannot well under- 
ſtand : tor theſe reaſons ; firſt, they were his Subje&ts,and ſo they 
were in duty bound to fight for him ; ſecondly, they were per- 
ſ-cutred by the Long Parliament, and that good King (upon

As to the Burning of London, God reward them according to

is) to prevent the wonderfully miraculous Reſtoration of the

Your Church is 
ſuthcienrly fraught. Ver, 11. is the conſequence of the former 
recited Verſes 8, & 9g. and therefore God ſhall ſend them ſtrong 
delnſions, that they ſhall believe Lies ; and this is verified every 
day, that many among You, (otherwiſe Learned and wiſe e- 
nough,) do give themſelves up to theſe ſtrong deluſions, giving 
as great credit to your Legends, as the Fables of one Winifred, 
Cc. asto the'Goſpel it ſelt,; I could add upon this Subject, 
38. but I ſuppoſe what I have alrcady ſaid is ſufficient to evidente un- 
to you the Errors of Your ways, and the Truth of Ours, 

Papiſt. ©Iconfeſs, I am very muck thaken by your Argu- 
«« guments; and the next time we meet, you may poſſibly ob- 
** rain an entire Conqueſt over me. 

Proteſt, Iam very glad it is come to this, which 15 a kind of 
new Creation in us; God haying thus produced Light out of 
Darkneſs: 
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Darkneſs : You having thus (contrary to your intent) fent me 
into the Boſome of the Church of England , whereinto I hope 
you will likewiſe throw your ſelf ; whereby we ſhall not be half, 
but whole Brothers, having one Father, (which is God,) one 
Mother, (the Church of E»gland) Jeſus Chriſt the Saviour of 
the World, being Our elder Brother ; In this confidence I dare 
call you Brother , and Dear Brother , fare you well for this

| fe Dialogue thus finiſhed ; Ithink i not amiſ; to ſay ſome- 
thing concerning the firſt General Counci], that ever was in 
the Church of Chriſt ; you have the whole Story of it in the 
5th Chap. of the 4&- of the Holy Apoſtles, I ſhall take notice, 


that ir was not called by the particular direQion of any of the 


Apoſtles, but that all of them did concur thereunto , and this 

was doubtleſs the Method of the Chriſtian Church, during it's 

orearcſt Purity and Integrity ; and the truth 1s, no other way 

could be uſed while the Church of Chriſt was under Perſecution: 

but in proceſs of time,when ſupreme powers did recieve,and pro- 
rect rhe Chriſtian Faith ; and that (as the Scripture ſaith,) Kings 

and Queens were Nurſing Fathers, and Nurling Mothers, of the 

Spouſe of Chriſt;then were genera] Councils ſummon'd by them, 
and by them were theſe Councils left to their free Debates and 
determinations, whoſe Decrees were afterwards confirm'd by the 
Supreme Authorities , whereby thoſe Decrees, which before 

ſuch a Confirmation, did only oblige the Conſcience, had then 
the Coexcive Power of the State to compel| their Obſervation ; 
and this Method did continue, till the Uſurpation of the Biſhop 
of 'R ome upon all Powers, both Civil and Eccleliaſtical ; for he 
now takes upon him to aſſume unto himſelf the Power of calling 
Councils, of preſiding in them, and Confirming their Decrees; 
ſaying,that without His Confirmation they are invalid. T hus does 
he make his own Will to be of more Authority, than a General 
Council;and this ſame Will of his, to be Superior to all Supreme 
Powers and Authorities whatſoever : Bur I ſhal] add no more 
upon this Subje&, but proceed to what I at firſt propoſed in the 
begining hereof; where I ſhall take notice of ſome things in the 
1 5th Chap. of the AG&s of the Holy Apoſtles, where we read 

of the firſt General Council that ever was in the Church of 
Chriſt; (and therefore moſt likely to be a direction for all 0- 
thers,) it was occalioned by an Appeal made by ſome converted 
Gent les, to this General Council, for ſome Phariſaical Chriſtt- 
| ans 
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ans would impoſe upon theſe Converted Gentiles the whole Law 
of Moſes, therefore to this General Council they do appeal, ., "S 
the words of the Council are theſe. — The Ap:ſtles, and Elders, Ver _ 
and Brethren ſend Greeting, wnto the Brethren which are of the OE 
Gemiles in Araioch, and Syria, and Cilicia. 

Forſmuch 44 We have heard, that certain which went out from 
Us, have troub ed Tow with Words ſubverting Your Souls; ſaymne, 
Ye muſt be Circumciſed, and keep the Law, to whom We gave 
no ſuch Commandment,

Theſe be the words together , We thall now take them into 
parts, — The eApoſtles, and Elders, and Brethren, [There is 
no Primacy in St. Peter, or in any body elſe, either tirſt, as to 
calling of this Counci] ; Secondly, In degree it (elf ; or Thirdly, 
by way of Confirming this Decree of the Council, Apoſtles, 
Elders, and Brethren, are all alike concerned; Send Greeting, 
unto the Brethren, which are of the Gentiles in Antioch, Syria, 
and Cilicia |[ Now here I cannot but take notice , that the 
Church of FO treats the Churches of Azt;och, &c. not 
with a Maternal, but a Fraternal Appellation , not like the 
Church of Kome ; (certainly if ever any had been the Mother- 
Church, it muſt have been that of Jeruſalem, St. Peter, and all 
the reſt of the Apoſtles ; yea, even a Genera] Council there re- 
!:1ding, ) which makes her felt the Mother-Church, and all 0- 
thers the will have to be eſteemed bur Her Children, and yer in 
this General Council St Petey was preſent, as appears by the 7. 
Verſe of this 1 5 Chap. and yet St. Foter does not pronounce any 
Judgement, contenting himſelf rather with relating matter of 
Fact, and Par! and Barnabas do the ſame, as it is Ver. 11. But 
the Apoſtle St. James proceeds further in Ver. 1 :,1,, 15,16,

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17,18. andin the 19 Ver. is very bold ſaying; — Wherefore 
wy ſentence 1s, that we trouble not them which from among the 
Govecles are turned to God, — and Ver. 20,He proceeds, — But 
that we [here St. Fames is equal with St. Peter, or any of the 
reſt] write unto them , that they abſtain from pollutions of 
Idols, and from Fornication, and from things ſtrangled, and 
from Blood ; --'And to this Sentence of St. Femes the whole 
Council acquieſces, not any one ſpeaking after St. Fawzes; ] - For- 
aſmnch as certain which went out from ls, have troubled you 
with words ſubverting your Souls, ſaying, Ye muſt be Circumc;- 
ſed, and keep the Law, to whom We, not St. Peter alone] gave 
no ſuch Commandment, it ſeemed good unto Us, being aſſembled 
with one accord ; [ This Council you ſee was not called by St. 
Peter alone, to ſend choſen men, unto You with our beloved 
Barzabas and Paul, Men that have hazatded their Lives for the 
Name of Our Lord Jeſus Chriſt , We have ſent therefore Judas, 
and S:1as, who ſhall alſo tell you the ſame things by word of 
Mouth, for it ſeemed good to the Holy-Ghoſt,and to Us , [you 
ſee the Holy-Ghoſt is not tyed to et, Peter's, or the Pope's Chair, 
nor the Colledge of Cardinals, but remaining with the General 
Council) To lay upon you no heavier burthen than the neceſſa 
things, that ye abſtain from Meats offered to Idols, from Blood, 
and trom things ſtrangled, and from Fornication ; [all this, the 
Sentence of, and Opinion of St. James delivered to the Council, 
and thus approved of by the Council,] from which if ye keep 
your ſelves, ye ſhall do well, fare ye well. 

I have thus run over the words of this firſt General Council, 
with ſome few Animadverlions thereon ; and if therein [ have 
done the Chriſt any Service, I have wy aim, and do return unto 
him all Honour, and Glory, for His aſliſtance herein, by whom 
{ have been hereunto enabled.
